earth’s co re, hitherto believ ed to 
hav e a tem p eratu re o f abo u t 36,- 
000 degrees fahrenheit, actu ally 
is m u ch co o ler. 
The earth, co ntaining a high 
p ercentage o f iro n, is a hu ge 
m agnet w ith cu rrents o f m agnet­ 
ic electricity flo wing aro u nd it 
and in it. Su ch a trem endo u s 
heat co u ld no t p rev ail 
u nless 
so me u nkno wn law o f p hy sics re­ 
m ains to be disco v ered, Dr. Mc­ 
Nish said, becau se iro n lo ses its 
m agnetic p ro p erties between 930 
and 1,47 0 degrees fehrenheit. 
A stu dy o f the interio r o f the 
earth fro m the m agnetic field 
su rro u nding it, he said, sho wed 
the tem p eratu re sho u ld be abo u t 
3,9 9 0 degrees fahrenheit. 
“Otherwise it wo u ld be neces­ 
sary to acco u nt fo r m agnetic 
p heno m ena by assu m ing 
tha t 
so me fo rm o f su p er-m agnetism 
ex ists,” he added. 
“It is easier to rev ise o u r co n­ 
cep tio ns o f the e arth’s interio r 
tem p eratu re than it is to adm it 
the ex istence o f an u nkno wn 
p hy sical law.”
